Sparta, anciently 
so powerful, could trace her ascendency 
among the Slates of Greece to the advent 
of Lycurgus, whose exit is marked by the 
establishment of those laws so admirably 
adapted to a Republic and particularly to 
the age in which he lived. The abolition of 
the gold and silver currency and the intro- 
duction of iron specie in its stead was 
dou' -s looked upon by many in that nge 
as nterprife and these were proba-

and nnequalled. By the adoption of an 
iron currency nn ' the prohibition of the 
circulation of pold t>nd silver in the limits 
ot her dominions, luxury and all its at- 
tendant and pernicious influences were ex- 
cluded from the State. As this iron cur- 
rency would circulate nowhere but in 
Sparta, her inhabitants were cut off from 
tbe luxuries of foreign markets. KilVuii- 
nacv kept at a long distance trom her bor- 
ders, and ber virtuous, patriotic citizens, 
dispising costly costume and riotous living, 
lived but for their country, in building up 
and nourishing her institutions, in the 
practice of their virtues, and in training up 
Uieir children in the light of their ever-glo- 
rioiis examples. 

By a redivision of lands, all commenced 
again the race of life. Old aristocracies 
built up and lostored by ages, fell in ruins, 
and equality, the soul of republics, lived a 
long life in Sparta. False weights, having 
no origin in nature or reason, were lifted 
from the shoulders of tbe oppressed and 
king-ridden people. From the adoption 
and enforcement of these law*, her career 
of glory commenced, and her Leonidas, 
gloriously sacriiicing himself for h.s ( iuii- 
try and immortality, was the legitimate off- 
sp'rjng of this revolution. Tbe influence of 
these event-, on the destiny of the world can 
never be estimated. It may be truly said 
that one of their results was the mastery oj 
Europe over Asia, and the pouring ol 
Grecian learning and science into those 
dark corners of the earth, while their ex- 
amples of patriotism have inspired the 
martyrs of freedom ail u a worthy emula- 
tion in all subsequent ages. 

But great as was tbe influence of these 
events on the destiny of mankind, we think 
the event reoenlly.aunounced, must produce 
a far greater. 

Like the laws of Lycurgas, the Constitu- 
tional Amendment is a blow at long es- 
tablished aristocracies, founded in injustice, 
on one part and in 'hose excellent and ami- 
able qualities in man on tbe other. It is a 
giant step towards tbe equalization of man- 
kind, and must, as a con . queuce, extend 
tbe Republican spirit. Like the laws of 
Lycurgus, it lilts false waits from tbe shoul- 
ders of the oppressed and the poor, leaving 
the stoutest, tbe hardest and most gifted to 
win in the race of life. . It opens a rich and 
Ijeautitui verdant held, inviting all to reap 
its harvests. The ioor young man, with 
nothing but honor, and that which nature 
gave him, can now take his position on the 
broad theater of life, beside tbe pampered 
child of fortune. It opens alike to all tbe 
doors ot prelerment and science, over which 
are written the words "naught but merit 



May we not — consulting history as our 
oracle and taking it for our guide — presume 
i . I the curtain of tbe future? Will not 
like causes produce like results in all ages. 
Tne voice of history, speaking in musty 
tones, from Mm cemetary of ages, answers 
that she "always repeats berselt." Reve- 
lation has taught us that there is "nothing 
new under tbe sun," and the experience of 
man is that "he must run the race his lather 
has run.'' 

May we not attempt to penetrate tbe veil 
and anticipate that tbe terrible war through 
which the nation has just passed, which 
has left "weeping sorrow'' on every hearth, 
and which we esteemed her direst calamity, 
may prove to be tbe epoch from which may 
be dated her career of true glory. As Sparta, 
a little dot on the map of ancient nations, 
was tbe model of imitation in tbe ancient 
world, attracting the admiration of all 
other nations, may not the United states, 
with her vast possessions, become tbe great 
bea. on light towards which all shall fondly 
tura their gane, as does the mariner in dark 
MM on his favorite star. 

An eminent English writer has beauti- 
fully and truly said "to co»oeive the Uni- 
ted States extending from ocean to o c ea n , 
with a population of an hundred millions 
of freemen, united ander one government. 
Living under the l^eneficient laws of Al- 
fred, and speaking the language of Shaks- 
peare and Milton is an august conception. 
But great as it is, it is far short of tbe real- 
ity. It is but a dim outline of the picture 
of her future. With an hundred States, 
whose borders are washed by the great 
ooMns, watered by pilgrim streams, mark- 
ed by lofty mountains and widely ex tend -

Tbe Mississippi Black Code. 
The following extract from a letter by 
Judge Ford, of Meridian, Miss., will show 
what a loyal man thinks of the new code 

that State: 

This committee must have a most singu- 
lar idea of what the Convention meant, 
when they declared that the negro shall no 
longer be a slave but a freed man.

they have so far done well— very well.

"Bv't Major ft A. D. C, A. A. A. O." 
This order is not relished by the Peters- 
burg and;Kichmond secession journals, and 
they call the General sundry hard names, 
quite as choice as those which they have 
long been in the habit of applying to the 
"Yankees."

A Speech by General Sherman. 

A convention of delegates from all the 
counties in Arkansas met at Little Rock on 
the 11th, to take into consideration tbe po- 
litical affairs of the Slate. Major General 
Sherman, who was visiting that depart- 
ment, was invited to attend. He was re- 
ceived by Dr. T. L. Gib?on, tbe president, 
who, in bis address, made complaints ou 
behalf of the citizens of Arkansas, the 
principal one being tbe test oath adopted 
by tbe existing State authorities, and asked 
the < general to aid them to a full realization 
of their civil rights without delay. 
Gen. Sherman responded as follows : 
"Gentlemen— You are fully informed of 
the reasons why I am here, which is by 
special invitation of your committee. I am 
a military man, and as such it is not ex- 
pected or desired that I shall engage in any 
political discussion, or give you any advice 
politically. We military men dislike to 
mingle in political movements. We are 
sworn to obey the Constitution and laws, 
aud in this country the laws govern. 

"I have not stopped to inquire by what 
authority you come together, nor do I care; 
for citizens of any neighborhood, county or 
state have h right to meet together and con- 
sult as to the best mode of promoting the 
interests of the community, but be sure 
you re; reseat the sentiments of the people. 
I think you ought to be very careful that 
you reflect the opinion of the whole people 
of Arkansas. I know the people of the 
South, aud I know no Southern gentleman 
would willingly or intentionally represent 
himself to be what he is not. But I under- 
stand you are citizens of Arkansas, and 
delegates of the people, therefore, you have 
a right to be here to discuss matters of in- 
terest to yourselves; to consider 3'our griev- 
ances, if you have any, to petition the Pres- 
ident or Congress for redress, aud 1 believe 
they will do you justice. 

"But you have a more important work. 
It is not political. Y'our State needs atten- 
tion in other directions. I come here from 
a distance, and I tell you I find you far be- 
hind all other parts of the country. Give 
your immediate attention to those things 
which will make your Slate inviting to the 
stranger to come and settle among you. 
Y'ou have not fifty miles of good roads in 
Arkansas. Improve these. Make travel- 
ing more easy from point to point. Y'ou 
are behind your sister States because you 
have not adopted any system of internal 
iinprov* ment or developed any of your 
vast resources. 

"You are welcomed back into 'he Union, 
which is to-day stronger than ever, aud the 
United Slates is now more highly honored 
abroad than heretolore, and beloved at 
home. But you think you have not all the 
rights you are entitled to, yet you have 
more rights aud privileges under existing 
circumstances than you would have in any 
other civilized country except America. 
Had you done as you did in this laud un- 
der the bloody flag of Great Britain, or the 
tri-color of France, many of you would not 
be hero, and you would not have been per- 
mitt" 1 to "^i P! 1 !" nn you are nowassem- 
nled, and talk over political questions and 
rights. 

"Is not the meeting of this Convention 
tne best evidence that you have a good deal 
of liberty? As to the measure of your 
rights, I cannot inform 3 011. What is right 
aud wrong I do not profess to know, and I 
do not think you kuow, but we can all un- 
derstand what is law. Inquire as to what 
is lawful; that is plain aud simple. Act 
lawfully aud you will do right. There are 
large numbers of lawyers within the sound 
of my voice who can tell you what Is law- 
ful. Confess to the la»/s. This is all we, 
as military men, cau sanction. Law is our 
guide. 

"I take the liberty of suggesting to you 
the propriety of every citizen helping his 
neighbors. "The country is poor, and you 
can all do something towards building it 
up and restoring it to prosperity. Cultivate 
the soil ; set your plantation in order; make 
every possible improvement ; get your local 
and county affairs in shape. Such wo~k 
will be far more important and beneficial 
than whether you shall vote this year or 
next, or not uutil tw o or three years hence. 
There need be no hurry about this political 
organization ; bide your time ; help build 
up the country, and never uiind about vot- 
ing for present. I believe all will work out 
right in a few years. What you want in 
this State is work; 'elbow grease.' You 
have minerals and other resources; develop 
those, and let the matter of voting alone for 
a while. 

"With one million of acres of good soil, 
fine rivers, yet your population is thinner 
than in South Carolina, that you have been 
taught to call uncivilized aud barbarous. 
You are partially responsible for this. Im- 
prove your roads, and do all you can to 
make your State attractive to the immi- 
grant. Y'ou are behind in all this. Now 
go to work earnestly in these directions, 
and then invite immigration. Fully as 
favored M Missouri iu climate and re- 
sources, you cau invite people hither, and 
many will come and settle among you. I 
think I am not overstating when 1 say that 
from fifty to eighty thousand persons will 
have come into Missouri within the year, 
who will pay into tbe treasury from five to 
fifty dollars each as taxes. With proper ef- 
forts Arkansas can receive a large addition 
to ber population and tax-paying citizens. 

"With reference to t. e particular thing 
which brings you together, I have nothing 
to say. Yet, if you need advice concerning 
your interests as military men, we cannot 
give any, but as one gentlemen to another, 
we can. General Reynolds will, as it is his 
duty and will be equally his pleasure, 
cheerfully confer, with any of you aud 
render you all the aid he cau. 

"But you think you are oppressed by the 
State Government. The fact that you are 
here to-day to talk concerning it, shows 
plainly that you are not suffering any 
severe oppression from it. 

"You want peace; the nation wants 
peace ; we all desire peace, and I know we 
will have it. Whether you want it or not 
you shall have it, for we have the power 
to enforce it." (Loud cheers.)

Mr. Buchanan purveyed throughout his 
administration for the rebellion. Let us 
not be misunderstood. We do not charge 
that Mr. Buchanan wanted a rebellion, or 
that he desired a breaking up of the Union 
of the States. But he w as weak minded 
He had been a party hack all his life, a 
drivelling partisan who did -not desire to 
see anything beyond the horizon of a cau- 
cus or a party convention. That patriotism 
that comprehends the duties that belong 
to a whole country, that realises the para- 
mount claims of a nation over those of a 
party, was as unknown to Mr. Buchanan 
as if it never had existed. 

Few men have lived who were more 
thoroughly experienced in wire- working, 
in pipe-laying, in setting party traps and 
all machinery of this kind than Mr. Bu- 
chanan. His conceptions at his time of life, 
and with all his training, could no more ex- 
pand beyond such means as these, than he 
could bodily fly to the moon. While filling 
one of the highest positions ever held by a 
mortal, he complacently announced him- 
self as "the Cincinnati platform," and that 
expression is tht history of Mr. Buchanan's 
administration. 

There is an old proverb that time and tide 
wait for no man, and when things were 
supposed to be ripe for treason, the rebels 
not only determined not to wait but to 
make Mr. Buchanan wait for them. To 
them it was all important to keep the na- 
tional authorities in abeyance until all the 
rebel engines were ready for the work of 
destruction, and it would have been diffi- 
cult to find a better tool for this work than 
James Buchanan. If Rip Van Winkle had 
been in the Presidency he could not have 
paid more attention to sleep than "the Cin- 
cinnati platform'' did. The rebels had such 
perfect possession of Mr. Buchanan that 
they played upon him as they pleased, and 
they must themselves have been surprised 
sometimes at the soundness of his sleep. 
While he slept at his post, they worked their 
treacherous machinery preparatory to the 
grand explosion. It is needless to enter up- 
on these sickening details. We give a 
single example as a specimen of many such 
things. 

On the 13th of January a messenger from 
South Carolina arrived in Washington to 
demand the surrender of Fort Sumter. 
Major Anderson had entered into a truce 
with the Pickens chivalry lor a cessation of 
hostilities until this messenger could go to 
Washington and see the President. The 
rebel Senators and Representatives direct- 
ed this traitorous messenger not to deliver 
his note to the President. They were not 
quite leady. Major Anderson's hands were 
tied by a truce, and Jeff Davis did not per- 
mit this South Carolina sprig to hand his 
note to Mr. Buchanan until the 30th day of 
January. This gave the rebels at Wash- 
ington and among the chivalric States sev- 
enteen days for unmolested work at trea- 
son, and Mr. Buchanan slept soundly over 
all these eventful scenes. If Andrew Jack- 
son had been in the Executive chair the 
rebels would not have attempted any one 
-of the things with which they daily amused 
Mr. Buchanan. If Andrew Jackson had 
been President, and Toombs had advised 
the siezure of Fort Pulaski, as he did while 
the "Cincinnati platform'' was President, 
Mr. Toombs would have made a disastrous 
acquaintance with "the Second Section" or 
something equally as summary and extin- 
guishing. And if, in similar circumstances, 
Governor Pickens, who "was born insensi- 
ble to fear," had reached Washington City 
on the 13th of January, on such a mission 
as that sent to Mr. Buchanan, the South 
Carolina emissary would not have been 
easily seen at Willard's Hotel on the 14th. 
The rebels well knew that Andrew Jackson 
was not, and that James Buchanan was at 
Washington in the winter of I860 and 1861. 

But we shall not tarry longer over these 
humiliating events. To Mr. Buchanan's 
pusillanimity is mainly due the start that 
the rebels obtained in the beginning of the 
rebellion. The unerring judgment of man- 
kind will decide that to him was mainly 
due the commencement and prosper- 
ous career of the early days of the 
rebellion. But, thank Heaven, this 
nation is forever done with that tribe 
of Presidents, of which Buchanan is the last 
specimen, whose only glory consisted in the 
fact that they wore a brass-color on which 
was engraved, "A Northern man with 
Southern principles." They were serfs, 
who gloried alike in their serfdom and in

On Tuesday evening a destructive wind 
and rain storm passed directly over the 
town of Bowling Green about eight o'clock 
p. M.. doing great damage to property, 
but fortunately causing no loss of life or 
limb. 

The tin roof of the branch Bank of Ken- 
tucky was blown off, and carried across 
the public square to the great consternation 
of passers by. 

The new three story brick building of E. 
Claypool <fc Bro., decidedly the handsomest 
improvement in town, and almost ready to 
receive its roofing had one of its walls 
blown down and otherwise damaged so 
that it will have to be taken entirely down. 

The milienery establishment of Mrs. H. 
P. Allen adjoining was crushed by the fall 
of the Claypool building and the house and 
stock nearly ruined. The new brick block 
of P. Hinea was unroofed, much of the de- 
bris falling on the drug store of P. W. Bar- 
clay, doing considerable damage. A brick 
house owned by Hon. Wm. V. Loving and 
occupied by Dr. Breeding, was partially 
destroyed, one wall falling upon a painter's 
shop adjoining, making a perfect wreck of 
it A flood of water passed into the unroof- 
ed buildings, damaging the contents very 
heavily. 

The Branch Bank of Kentucky sustain a 
loss of five hundred dollars; Mr. Calvert, 
the Cashier, occupying the building, looses 
about one thousand dollars by the flood of 
water. Messrs. Claypool at Co.'s loss will 
be between five thousand and ten thousand 
dollars. Mrs. H. P. Allen's stock and 
house is damaged between two thousand 
and three thousand dollars. P. W. Bare- 
ley's loss is light, mostly by water. Messrs. 
Courts <v. Long, dry goods, occupying part 
of P. Hines' block, were badly damaged 
by water; loss not ascertained. Moses 
Nahm, boots and shoes, occupying the next 
room, were thoroughly wetted down and 
damaged to a considerable extent. Several 
law offices in the second story were flooded, 
causing considerable loss. 

A large revival of religion going on at the 
colored Methodist Church was brought to a 
sudden close, the water being ]>otircd on 
the mourners in advance of a profession of 
a change of heart. Nothing daunted, how- 
ever, our enthusiastic colored friends were 
last night enjoying a good time again, 
which is more than can be said for some of 
the white church members who lost house 
roofs 'made of tin, and swore Providence 
dealt very hardly by his friends. Perhaps 
He didn't see it. We were devoutly thank- 
ful that this first cousin of a tornado,though 
wrathful against tin roofs and brick houses, 
did not destroy life or limb of one ot the 
people. 

The storm came from the southwest, and 
extended over but a very narrow strip of 
country and lasting but a few minutes. 

Bowling Green is one of the most thriv- 
ing towns in the State, and this unexpected 
disaster will only spur up her citizens to 
greater efforts to build up the town. 



and Congress. 
The Federal Constitution, in prescribing 
the duties of the President of the United 
States, says : 

" He shall from time to time give to the 
Congress information of the State of the 
Union, and recommend to their considera- 
tion such measures as he shall judge neces- 
sary and expedient." 

In literal fulfillment of the important 
duty thus imposed on him, President John- 
son yesterday transmitted to the Senate 
deeply interesting reports recently made to 
him on the condition of the South by Gen- 
eral Grant, General Howard, and General 
Shurz, accompanying them by a brief mes- 
sage, wherein he recommends an early 
restoration of the States lately in rebellion 
to all the rights and privileges which they 
forfeited by attempting to break up the 
Union. 

We find in the text of this message no 
adequate reason for Mr. Sumner's denunci- 
ation of it. If the President had demanded 
of Congress that it act on his judgment 
rather than its own, that he would have 
acted unwarrantably; but, as he has simply 
given his own view of the existing situation, 
with his reasons for suggesting a particular 
course, he deserves neither denunciation 
nor obloquy. 

Two great ends are now in view : 1. the 
restoration of the States lately in revolt to 
their former position in the "Union; 2. the 
protection of their Freedmen from future 
oppression and outrage. We are in favor 
of both these. We are opposed to keeping 
the Southern States indefinitely in the con- 
dition of conquered provinces or territories; 
we are in favor of requiring and providing 
guaranties for the protection and rights of 
their Freedmen. There may be those who 
fancy that they are favoring the Freedmen 
by calling for the execution of the rebel 
chiefs, the confiscation of rebel property, 
and the perpetuation of Southern pupilage 
— or rather, vassalage, but we believe there 
is a kinder and surer way of reaching the 
end we aim at. We see not how we could 
help the Freedmen by making war either 
on the President or on the rebels who have 
thrown down their arms. Where we find 
either in fault, we do not hesitate to say so; 
but we judge that the true interest of the 
blacks is to be subserved by cultivating the 
kindliest relations with both. 

We trust there will be developed in Con- 
gress the suavity and practical sagacity re- 
quired to secure at once an early restora- 
tion of the Southern States, and a perfect 
and perpetual guarantee of the essential 
rights of manhood to their Freedmen. And 
we still hope to see Congress and the Presi- 
dent co-operate in securing these beneficent 
and nowise inconsistent ends.— New York 
Tribune. 



Interesting to Soldiers.. 
On account of the immense number of 
questions on the subject, the Paymaster 
General has prepared the following rules 
tor the information and guidance of per- 
sons presenting claims. If the applicant 
claims bounty it should be stated under 
what act the claim is made. 1. If under act 
of July 22, 1861, the man should state, un- 
der oath, whether he has received the $25 
advance bounty, or whether he claims the 
whole of the $100 bounty. 2. If under any 
other act authorizing the payment of Uni- 
ted States bounties, he should name each 
and every installment claimed as due and 
unpaid. 3. No claim for veteran bounty 
will be entertained unless tue claimant has 
heretofore been recognized and borne on 
his company rolls as such veteran. Color- 
ed soldiers applying for bounty should 
state whether they were mustered as "i ret- 
on or before April IS), 1861," or were "en- 
rolled and subject to draft" at the date of 
enlistment. f>. If ihe claim is for backpay, 
the man must name the months for 
which he claims, and state where and on 
what rolls (hospital or other) he has been 
mustered, or where he was on each muster 
day, from the time he first claims pay to 
date of discharge. 6. In case w claims for 
unsettled clothing, the sworn statement of 
a commanding officer of the company to 
which the claimant belonged, sustaining 
the claim, must be filed with it, 7. If the 
claimant be an officer, he must state when 
last paid, and, if possible, the name of the 
paymaster who paid him. 8. In all cases 
send duplicate copies of from 5 in enlisted 
men's cases, duly signed and witnessed. In 
cases of officers form 3, to be signed and 
sworu to.

The St. Louis Democrat of Saturday, 23d

Of the latter nearly £00 
names; 210 are those of soldiers from Petin- 
sylvauia, 81 from New York and 00 from 
MtMMhMSaV Head boards have been 
fated to their graves on th- battle field of 
the Wilderness. Two cemeteries have been 
laid out and enclosed by a fence. Tbe sites 
are well adapted for the resting places ol 
those who fell in the vicinity, having been 
selected where the scenes of carnage ap- 
peared to be the greatest. It was no un- 
usual occurrence to observe the lines of our 
men close to the abatis of the enemy, and 
in one case several skeletons of our soldiers 
were found in their trenches. 

Hundreds of graves ou these battle 
fields are without any mark whatever to 
distinguish them, and so covered wilh foil- 
age that the visitor will be uneble to find 
the las. resting place of those who have 
fallen until the rains and snows of wiuter 
wash from the surface the light covering of 
earth and reveal the remains. 

(Quartermaster General Meigs has caused 
to be removed to the cemetery at Arling- 
ton the remains of those who died on the 
camping ground in the vicinity, and baa 
taken measures to collect the remains of all 
others lor deposit in permanent cemeteries, 
including those at Camp Douglas, Chicago. 

The new five cent fractional currency 
will be issued next week, about $80,000 
worth. Mutilatt d currency is destroyed 
by burning per day, and $50,000 worth 
printed. Arrangements are being made to 
make the amount of the latter equal to that 
of the former. 



The War in South America. 

New Yorb, Dec. 27.— The steamer North 
America, from Rio the 2d inst., via Bohia 
Pernombuco and St. Thomas, arrived to- 
day. 

Rio db Janiero, Dec. 2.— The Emperor 
returned ou the 9th ult., causing great re- 
joicing in the city. 

The Paraguayans have withdrawn en- 
tirely across the I' upper Pasona out of 
Carrieutes. 

The Brazilian fleet is at tbe mouth of the 
Paraguay, and tbe allied army has crossed 
the river Carrientes, on its march to the 
l'arona, near Gosd. It will be sent iu the 
vessels of that river to the point selected 
lor further operations. 

The 2d of Decei .ber, the fortieth anni- 
versary of the birth of the Emperor, was 
served' in Braxil with rejoicings. The Em- 
leased a number of prisoners. 
The American emigrants, chiefly South- 
ern, represented by Colonel Wood, have 
•elected a site for a town near Aguaray. It 
is between two small rivers, aud can have 
railroad connection with the capital. A 
vast tract of eight million acres of unoccu- 

fied government land has been selected, 
t is expected that a flow of emigration 
from the States composing the late Con- 
federacy will soon begin. 

There is no change in the position of mil- 
itary affairs. No new battles had taken 
place. 

The Brazilian squadron remained at Cor- 
rientea. 

Arrival ot the steamer Maranthou from 
Europe. 

New York, December 27.— The steamer 
Maratbou, from Liverpool on the IS*, has 
arrived.

From China. 

Sax Fraxcisco, December 2'.».— Hong 
Kong advices of the Mth of October says 
that the steamer Wanuth was reported cap- 
tured b\ T pirates while on the way from 
Foo Cho'w. Piracy in the Chinese waters 
is on the increase. Our foreign relations 
with China are quite out of joint. Owing 
to the modern worshipping policy which 
characterized the career of Sir F. Bruce, the 
district lying southeast of Pekiu has been 
ravaged by troops of the bandit country. 
A body of 120 mounted rancheros made 
a raid to within 200 miles of the capital. A 
force was sent out after tnem, but they 
made good their escape. The last strong- 
hold of the rebellion in the province of 
Kongsi is reported to be evacuated. The 
insurgents, it is added, retreated to Fukero. 
The Mohamedan rebels at Fung Kami, in 
Cbeosi, had surrendered and were slaugh- 
tered to a man.

— It appears 
by documents in the Bureau of Freedmen 
and Refugees that a recent order issued iu 
Mississippi by Col. Thomas, lor the adoption 
of the most stringent orders to prevent in- 
surrection among the freedmen, was merely 
to <iuiet the frightened citizens by indicat- 
ing the readiness of the Bureau to take 
prompt step* for the preservation of order 
in any event and not because there were 
any fears ou the partof Government officers 
of an insurrection in that State. Colonel 
1 homas, Assistant Commissioner, says in- 
structions to Major Reynolds were not of 
such a eh a meter as to warrant this order. 



Colorado Senators. 

Atchison, Kansas, Dec. 27. — Messrs. 
Chatter and Evaus, United States Senators 
from Colorado, arrived here, report uni- 
form confidence among the people of Colo- 
rado in the prompt admission of that State 
into Union. Every important condition of 
the enabling act 'having been complied 
with, the Legislature passed a joint resolu- 
tion requesting tbe President, if he did uot 
deem himself authorized to proclaim the 
State in the Union, to urge its admission 
upon Congress. Resolutions guarantying 
the ratification of the slavery amendment 
to the Constitution also passed. 

Fenian Convention. 

Cincinnati, December 27.— The Fenians 
of Keutucky held a State convention to-tlay 
in Covington, all the circles of the State, 
with two exceptions, being represented. 
Speeches were delivered by the State Cen- 
ter, P. Bauuon, and others. Resolutions 
fully indorsing President Roberts, the Sen- 
ato and the Secretary of War, and repudiat- 
ing the O'Mahony Congress of Janua y 2, 
were adopted unanimously and signed by 
all the delegates present.

Washington, Dec. 27.— To-day Gen. Don 
Euslorgio Sal Gar was introduced to the 
President by the Secretary of State, and 
delivered his credentials as Envoy Extraor- 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of the 
United States of Columbia. He made the 
following remarks: 

Your Excellency— The Government of 
Columbia is solictious to foster and encour- 
age friendly relations, tending \\ to the 
United States, and to feel the stipulations 
that have been formed a matter of special 
treaties between tbe two nations has lately 
conferred upon me the character of envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentia- 
ry, near the Government of your Excellen- 
cy. Feelings of perfect understanding and 
cordiality which the two countries have 
reached in case of their mutual commercial 
transactions, and their typografy and po- 
litical conditions are worthy of special con- 
sideration. For this rea«on I heartily con- 
gratulate myself on placing in the hands of 
your Excellency, as I do, autograph letters 
ol the the President of Colombia accrediting 
to me to preserve and render ad- 
vantageous the friendship that rests 
on such legitimate interests, and to present 
my respectful difference te your excel- 
lency, hoping I may continue to deserve 
your confidence and benevolent considera- 
tion. 

To thi* the President replied as follows: 
ChMMMral: It was with sincere r« 
I received your letter of recall. I need not 
say, therefore, that it is with sincere satis- 
la tinn that I receive a letter that accredits 
you to this Government. I renew on this 
<>c a-ion my former assurances of friend- 
ship and good will to your countrymen and 
your country, and of personal esteem to 
yourself.

Post Routes iu the South— Survivors of 
the Revolution. 

Washington, Dec. 27.— The Posfl OttM 
Department to-day awarded contracts for 
service on forty mail routes in Virginia and 
West Virginia. These routes, for which 
offers have been made since the regular 
bidding two months ago, will cover nearly 
nearly the wholo of these States not then 
awarded with immediate postal facilities. 
Mail service in North Carolina is in great- 
ly increased demand. Numerous officers 
are being made, aud to-day upwards ol 
thirty routes were let. All service will go 
into operation New Year Day. Contracts 
for service in South Carolina, Georgia and 
other Southern States are alao being freely 
disposed of in the Appointment Office. 

Corresponding efforts are progressing for 
reopening the Post offices in every Southern 
ana South Western State. 

The number ol decisions on the subject of 
appoinments, may be set down at 200 per 
week. The States of Virginia, Louisiana, 
Texas, Kentucky and Tennessee, shared 
largely.

South Carolina Legislature. 

Ni:w York, December 27.— Advices from 
Charleston say that the South Carolina Leg- 
islature has passed laws, giving the election 
of Presidential electors directly to the j»eo- 
ple; for tbe organization of the State militia 
and creating thirty-three new District 
Courts, for the trial ol cases in which negros 
are interested. 

The question regarding the payment of 
the rebel war debt was given to a committee, 
with instructions to report on it at the next 
session.

Washington, Dec. 27.— The Alexandria, 
Vs., Journal in giving an account of a riot 
there on Christmas says: Whisky flowed 
in streams from many restaurants, and 
from some was delt out as liberally to col- 
ored people as to whites. Early in the 
morning it was observed that all the young 
reconstructed were well armed. Rioting 
commenced.at an early hour in the morn- 
ing, and by 1 o'clock P. M. had assumed 
such feartul proportions that the Mayor 
found it necessary to call on the miiitary to 
suppress it. Three companies of Hancock's 
corps were ordered out and proceeeded to 
arrest every one found engaged in rioting 
and disorderly conduct. Many persons had 
been seriously and dangerously wouuded 
before the military appeared on the scene 
of action. Between fifty and one hundred 
of the ring leaders of the various disturb- 
ances were sent to the slave pen, and there 
compelled to remain during ihe remainder 
of the day. Some of them were yesterday 
morning released, while the more guilty are 
still confined. During the day a most un- 
provoked shot is reported to have occurred 
at Cnapell Hall, where a number of colored 
people were holding a party, a white man 
named Mitchell was severely wounded in 
the bead, and at 1 o'clock P. M. his death 
was currently reported.
